And whereas, the Government Order dated 
13-11-2009 came to be challenged before the 
Hon ble High Court of Bombay of Goa , once again 
in Writ Petition 757/2009 by the Managing Commit 
tee through its Attorney and others . 


And whereas, the Mamlatdar Pernem , has come 
to a finding that this is a fit case for dissolution 
under Article 44 of Devasthan Regulations. He has 
further submitted that the present Committee is 
not taking regular meetings and has recommended 
to dissolve the Committee and elect the new 
Committee to look after the affairs of the said 
Devasthan . 


And whereas, the Hon ble High Court of 
Bombay at Goa vide order dated 25-11-2009 
directed that the Petitioners to appear before the 
Under Secretary Revenue, Government of Goa on 
7-12-2009 at 3.00 p.m. The Court further directed 
that the Under Secretary should bear in mind that 
the final order should be a well reasoned order so 
that the forum before which the impugned order is 
impugned has the benefit of knowing as to why the 
conclusion has been so reached by the Authority .

And whereas , the Petitioners appeared before 
the undersigned on 7-12-2009 as directed by the 
Hon ble High Court . The Petitioners alongwith 
Ld . Advocate , S.Y. Thaly , who sought some time so 
as to produce additional facts relating to the 
matter. The matter was remanded before this 
authority for a de novo hearing and as such in the 
interest of justice opportunity was granted to the 
Petitioners . Again on 21-12-2009 the Petitioners 
sought time as their Advocate was indisposed 
with fever and as they wanted copies of reports. 
It was directed that such copies may be given 
to the Petitioners . The Petitioner were heard 
through Ld.

It is seen that the Mamlatdar Pernem has

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General with the prior consultation in any of the 
following cases . 

1. To have cognizance by inquiry or inquest

present Committee as it involves public funds that 
too with proper accounting and budget estimates. 
Adv., Thaly also contends that other Devasthan 
from Ponda Taluka besides Pernem Taluka has not 
submitted their annual budgets for the year 
2008-2009 and that no action for dissolution of the 
Managing Committee was proposed by the 
concerned Administrators except in the present 
case and that the Petitioners are singled out with 
malafide and ulteriormotives and abuse of powers . 
This contention is not tenable as not taking actions 
on other Devasthan s cannot be an answer to 
condone the irregularities of the present Devasthan 
especially when proper procedures has been 
followed by the Administrator after hearing 
the Petitioner and submitting the report recom 
mending dissolution of the Committee.

Perusal of the Mamlatdar report and the records 
indicate that the Petitioners were indeed heard by 
the Mamlatdar in respect of financial irregularities 
and that they were directed to rectify the same 
within onemonth , the Committee infact submitted 
auditors report to theMamlatdar on 26-5-2008 . How 
ever, it is to be noted that the same was 
only upon a legitimate warning issued by the 
authority and that too not within time as it was sub 
mitted only 26-5-2008 . Further, the 
Managing Committee has failed to convene 
meeting of the Mahajans as required under 
Article 38 of the Devasthan regulation meant for 
conducting the business of examination and 
approval of accounts of the management of the 
preceding years and for preparing and for obtain 
ing the necessary instructions for preparations of 
the draft of ordinary budget to the next year. It is 
also further seen that the Managing Committee 
has not given budget estimate every year to be 
approved by Collector, North Goa District in terms 
of Articles 74 of the regulations and consequent ac 
tion under Articles 75. It has also come on 
record that whenever meeting is called by the 
Committee there are always complication and 
commotion and that the rival group has unneces 
sarily involved most of the Mahajans including 
the Committee Members in the murder case. This 
cannot be an excuse for not conducting proper 
meetings and consequent irregularities in 
non - submission of proper accounts and budget 
estimates that tool in time. I am not in agreement 
with the contention of Ld . Advocate , Thaly that 
irregularities committed by erstwhile Committee 
Members were found to be frivolous and baseless . 
The Managing Committee of Devasthan cannot 
be seen in isolation as the Devasthan functions 
in continuity and irregularities if any of the past 
Committee are to be rectified or corrected by the 


In my considered view implication of some 
of the Devasthan members in the murder case 
per - se may not be a ground for dissolution of the 
Committee. However non - conduct of meetings of 
Mahajans regularly on the alleged ground of 
commotion by the rival group of Mahajans may 
be due to the implication of some of the Mahajans 
and Committee Members in the murder case is 
definitely detrimental and harmful to the interest of 
the Devasthan . The notice of Mamlatdar dated 
24-3-2008 directing the Committee to rectify the 
finanicial and other irregularities within one month 
and that the auditors report was submitted by the 
Committee only on 26-5-2008 and further that 
as per the Mamlatdar report even then their 
were many complaints against the Managing 
Committee are instance of irregularities that 
attract Article 44 (2 ). Besides Article 44 (3 ) & (4 ) are 
also attracted for non -presentation of budgets and 
accounts within time and in conformity of law . 
After considering the facts of the case , I am of 
considered view that Articles 44 ( 1), (2 ), ( 3 ) & ( 4 ) 
are attracted in this case and continuation of the 
present Committee is certainly harmful in the 
interest of the Devasthan . 


Consequently , the Government accepts the 
report and recommendation of Mamlatdar Pernem
